H-Bollle thru his father (!) and his broth¬ 
er.Erwin, Jo and Peter already liked speed- 
metal, but then they got a tape with punk 
music (F.E. BIRT) and they loved it immed¬ 
iately because besides good music it also 
had something to say thru the lyrics.Steven 
first heafd punk music on the radio and 
later on he began to buy records and got in 
contact with other people liking pxmk music 
RH-Now do you call yourself punx or what ? 
HjTViats a hard question. What is a punk ?? 
We dont like to put labels like that on 
people.Somebody can have a mohawk and out¬ 
siders will say "thats a punk",while people 
in the scene maybe say "he's a fake".Every¬ 
body has to decide for his own what music 
he likes or which political ideas he thinks 
are the best to live with.Or what clothes 
or hair he/she wears .Someone with long hair 
and a Jogging Jacket,is that a ptmk who 
likes metal,or is it a metal freak liking 
hardcore,or is it a Jogging hippy ? Are we 
punk? Franctly,we dont know.We think yes... 


RH-lhen what kind of music are you playing? 
H-When someone asks us that question,we 
normally say "hardcore".When they dont know 
what it means we say "A kind of fast ,heavy 
kind of punkmusic". Sometimes people react 
with "Oh,something like Bauhaus !?" 

RH-But thats not the case is it ? 

H-You can call our music speedmetal,thrash, 
ultra-fast hardcore,speedcoro,...its all 
too difficult to give an exact definition 
of it.But its fast,reaaal fast! And Heaveee 
RH-What makes a bunch of lads like you 
playing punk ? 

H-We love the music,of course! But besides 
)hat like the idea of punk being something 
alternative an Independant.We like the do- 
it-yourself idea very much.You know.fanzin- 
es,labels,gigs,distribution of articles... 
punk is all doing it without the help of 
multi's and sort of that shit.Punk also 
tries to be not Just to be a hollow subcul¬ 
ture with special clothing,special music 
and so,but its much more than that.Just 
compare articles in punkfanzines with artio 
les in new-wave zines or hit parade-zines.

Think about this a moment:5orthem Irel¬ 
and is a part of GB and yet how often do w< 
hear any news from Belfast or Derry,or dis¬ 
cussion of issues there? lliat applies to 
both mainstream and alternative press 
thats partly because we live on an island 
and because of the Inglo-centrlo attitndes- 
we dont hear much about Welsh or Scottish 
news either;but the main reason is that no- 
one wants to know about"the troubles". 

Yea,unfortunately Northern Ireland is a 
very "uncool" topic.You often hear so-call¬ 
ed anti-imperialists screaming about South 
Africa or ?.S. intervention in Central 
America,but how oftea do you hear someone 
calling for British troops out of Ireland? 

If you even dare mention the place "You've 
got to be in the IRA". 

Ihe sad thing is that people fighting for 
change in the North receive little support 
from people here;Ireland is too close to 
home for most people to do anything.Its too 
tied up to our own imperialism,the racism F 
we all have had bred inside of us.Anti 
black racism is a more discussed problemi 
anti Irish racism is ignored. 

Britain lost its role as a main super¬ 
power to the IIS 40 years ago and has lost 
most of its colonies since then,but in the 
country we have shat on for 100s of years 
our colonial infltienoe still lives on and 
with it all the prejudices and put-downs. 

If you say you hate racism I urge you to 
think,talk and act.It is no coincidence 
the British left Ignores it and apart from 
anything else,the tactics the British have 
used there have been praised by heads of 
government is such places as South Africa 
and Chile,and copied by many more.Plastic 
Bullets.Supergrasses.Police survelllance. 

Yes if your talking about class oppression 
state sexism and racism then Ireland is a 
perfect example. 

So what exactly is happening? 'Well its 
impossible to go inti all the history in a 
small article or to even hint at the emot¬ 
ional shook of being in a city where sold¬ 
iers point guns at you out of armoured ve¬ 
hicles and army "sarooen" landrovers,but 
here are some cold facts. 

Despite what they may say,the army is not 
there to keep two factions apart.Por a 
start,secarianism is much more common 
amongst protestant groups than catholics- 
moet catholics,nationalist,republican 
Just want a united non-sectarian Ireland. 

The anay and the state institutions are 


almost entirely projudiced,with appalling ■ 
anti catholic discrimination in housing 
policy,employment opportunities,in culture 
ways and worst of all in police/army behav¬ 
iour. 

Heres some examples:- 

THE PREVENTION 07 TSRHORISM ACT 
'nlhich allows detention of up to 7 days 
without a solicitor,exclusion from all or 
part of the UK (some are "banished to NI or 
Eire which is supposedly a part of the UKl) 
-there is no legal appeal against that. 

About '?0000 are detained every year (it. 
was brought in 1974 )and very few are charg¬ 
ed with anything related to terrorism-about 
150 ever,many of these just with withholdln 
or giving incorrect information,Uiere are 
enormous psychological pressures put on de¬ 
tainees and all Irish people are suscept- 
able to it,It helps the CID,special branch 
build up information about N.Ireland. 

COURTS AND PAID INFORMERS 
niese are often/always one judge "dlplooh 
2 oourta (often loyalist sympathisers,which 
often makes courts hi^ly prejudiced anyway 




).Iii supergrass oases though lAioh are the 
tip of the iceberg,this is what happens. 

•Hie R0C select and then coerce an arrest¬ 
ee with offers of money and/or inmunity or 
concessions from prosecution into turning 
supergrass,this can be attractive to some¬ 
one worried about being in prison for a 
long time.They then ask for names and 
usually offer some names of people they 
want locked up as well. 

Hie HUC then school the person for many 
months,with protective custody to maintain 
psychological control and prevent a detrac¬ 
tion of the statement.Detainees then go to 
large "shovrtrials" with very vague charges 
sifter a long remand period (an average of 
about 16 months I)•Ibere are usually lots of 
RtrC and prison officers in the courtroom 
placed in intimidating positions-aometimes 
there are as much as BOl Even if the detain 
ees are released it will be after a long, 
long time-some people vdio won an appeal 
had been inside for a total of 2^ years, 
one of them 5 years.Ihe lie that because a- 
lot of supergrass appealshave been won it 
shows the system is fair will in futrire be 
better hidden by more prudent prosecution- 
fewer prisoners,supergrass eto..;oonfe3a- 
ions under duress were very coimnon before 
the supergrass tactic but Amnesty Internat¬ 
ionals ' reports have in the past embarrass¬ 
ed,they have to be more careful.Note also 
the recent publicity about the Birmingham 6 
,tJuildford 4 etc... 

Republican and loyalist prisoners are 
kept together despite frequent violence, 
usually against Republicans.In recently 
published violence the press were talking 
loudly about a prison riot between 2 fac¬ 
tions (the old "bloody Irish fighting bet- 
een themselves"ethic).They wore niticeably 
quieter a day or two later when the Brit¬ 
ish state admitted it was loyalist violence 
only. 

Sentences for republicans (IRA,IHLA etc.. 
.)are noticeably worse than for loyalist or 
British a r’ n i y conmitting similar offences— 
COINCIDESCE.Also if a British array prisoner 
wants to be moved closer to home it is done 
unequivooably whereas many Irish prisoners 
are kept in British jails on purpose-in 
Wakefield (or sometimes Armley).Republican 
prisoners families often experience great 
difficulty seeing their loved onea-prison- 
ers are often moved the night before a 
visit,deliberately. 

STRIPSEARCaiMG VOMEH PHISOSERS 

Since 1982, 3,500 strips have been carr¬ 
ied on about 300 women.No security threat 
has ever been found,IRiey cause isolation 
and humiliation,and mental abuse similar to 
"rape".Biey are often violent .Hands are run 
along hands and feet and every inch of the 
body and hair is slowly scrutinised.Sanita 
ary towels are removed,even if the woman is 
in pain and bleeding,Hiey are also used in 
‘the new high-security prisons even though 



their 1984 style was supposedly designed to 
prevent security threats,They are now rand¬ 
om so that even vdien not being searched a 
woman will be in fear for her next search, 

PLASTIC BULHSIS 

ISiey are big,4"i1'^" solid PVC cylinders 
fired at I 30 -I 70 mph.They are the same 
weight as,and harder than a cricket ball 
and delivered at twice the speed of the 
fastest bowler. 

They were brought in as "safe" riot con¬ 
trol. 

However 15 have died and many more have 
been injured,often seriously. 

They are used more often than not in non¬ 
riot situations at peaceful demos or any 
other time,they are designed to prevent all 
protest,not just violent protest. 

16,000 were fired in one month-a mockery 
of the "very strict" guidelines supposedly 
limiting their use.The most violent loyal¬ 
ist deraos-petrol bombing eto-rarely oaxise 
their use,but they are often used a± repub— 
^ lican demos

free time some hour a day some day a week. 
But the work is quite blg.Sometimes 'praotio 
ing,arranging gigs for ourselves,when we 
put out a record,make the graphics and we 
do by person all the parts of the work.Pay 
the records,make the promotion,search out 
distributors,and (in particular in Italy) 
ask,ask,and ask again the money to the 
people who got the records,write letters, 
answer to interviews, but when all that la 
done something is left our private life . 
Must the alternative circuit be so import¬ 
ant in our lives that I cant spend a Sun¬ 
day climbing a mountain near ay house,I 
oant spend a evening speaking with an old 
friend,cam I get a week of holidays with my 
girlftiend ? Can I spend some hour reading 
a book,can I just do nothing one day ? Well 
maybe it can seem stupid but I dont want 
all my few free hours in a day absorbed by 
letters,practicing and producing records, 
I'm a human being with all ay interest and 
relationships.! sometimes felt really bad 
about all that,I oouldnt do anything in the 
bestvvay,when too much must be dona in the 
end nothing is done.Then I always could see 
something good to go on for.I dont know .

Sc not buying their records off the Cartel catologue,that is,if they're decent enough 
Sc not into thinking they can profit from this,If they ARE interested in dealing direct 
with indie labels then send their name &. adress to me.Also any labels or bands 
selling stuff get in tcuch.What we’ll do is pass onto the shops the names & address'as 
of who is selling & send the shops names Sc address'es to the people who are selling. 

The only problem is that althou^ you’re gonna, get a chance to sell your records to 
shops up & do'-m the country you’re gonna have to sell them to the shops at catologue 
prices no.t cover prices,So you’ll have to agree a price with the shop which suits 
both parties,I've already got a couple of address’es of shops{only 3 so far)so I’m I 
looking for some decent feedback on this,Also give advice to shops when they’re off¬ 
ered recordsjtell them what will sell good,Don’t kid yourself on,they are making ple¬
